On  10/29/73  at  10:41  P.M.  the  Stevens  farm  fire  took  place.     A 
response  from  Amesbury,  South  Hampton,  Seabrook,  Salisbury, 
East  Kingston,  and  Kensington  was  made.    These  other  towns  all 
responded  under  mutual  aid.    When  the  Fire  was  brought  under 
control,  all  departments  returned  home  except  South  Hampton. 
Men  from  our  department  were  on  duty  there  until  6  P.M.  on 
10/30/73.    In  all  cases  this  year  we  have  enabled  Amesbury  to 
return  to  their  quarters  much  more  quickly  than  in  past  years. 
Newton  Fire  Department  also  responded  to  our  town  for  one   call 
this  year.    Also,  our  own  department  covered  6  calls  without  any 
assistance  this  year.   This  is  keeping  the  cost  down  by  decreasing 
the  number  of  times  Amesbury  must  come  to  our  town. 
Five  fire  permits  were  given  out  this  year,  and  also  six  oil  burner 
permits.     Two  building  inspections  were  made  by  the  State  Fire 
Marshal.  The  town  hall  and  the  school  were  each  inspected  and  the 
people  responsible  were  given  laws  and  regulations.    Also,  each  of 
them  were  given  violations  that  must  be  corrected. 

Four  fire  drills  were  held  at  the  Barnard  School  this  year.  During  the 
last  drill,  all  the  children  left  the  building  in  an  excellent  time  of  thirty 
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seconds.  This  year  a  fire  prevention  program  was  put  on  for  the 
children  by  our  department  which  we  hope  to  continue  in  following 
years.

This  year  the  water  hole  fence  by  the  home  of  Herbert  Price  was 
repaired  at  an  expense  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Next  year  four  more 
fences  will  have  to  be  repaired. 

The  men  in  the  department  have  put  in  at  least  100  hours  per  man  in 
training.  We  have  attended  fire  schools  in  Laconia  and  Fitzwilliams, 
N.H.  Also,  we  attended  a  firemen's  training  course  in  East  Kingston. 
We  are  now  attending  a  basic  fire  fighting  course  at  our  town  hall 
every  Saturday  until  March  2.  This  will  be  another  forty  hours  of 
training  for  each  man.  Each  man  has  also  spent  a  number  of  hours 
getting  our  garage  into  the  best  possible  shape.  Every  man  has  spent 
time  at  our  23  fire  calls.  All  of  these  hours  were  at  no  expense  to  the 
town  and  in  hopes  to  better  the  town  in  fire  protection. 

The  town  of  Newington,  N.H.  donated  to  the  town  of  South  Hampton 
a  fully  in  service  fire  truck.  A  special  thanks  should  go  to  them.  Also 
North  Hampton  and  Hampton  donated  equipment  to  our 
department.  The  department  would  also  like  to  thank  Currier 
construction  for  use  of  equipment  and  gravel  for  our  yard.  Also, 
thanks  go  to  Dixon  Construction  and  Midway  for  equipment  for  our 
truck.

The  planning  board  has  spent  most  of  its  workshop  sessions  this 
year,  evaluating  the  zoning  ordinance  &  are  recommending  certain 
amendments  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  Town  Meeting.   We  have  met 
with  regional  &  State  agencies  in  trying  to  keep  abreast  of  changes  in 
the  community  as  well  as  our  municipallity. 

Zoning  is  the  only  known  legal  means  of  preventing  the  occurrence 
of  a  nuisance.  Without  Zoning  there  is  usually  no  protection  of 
property  values;  but  to  make  Zoning  work  we  must  have  public 
acceptance  and  participation. 

We  hope  that  in  the  future  any  concerns,  or  contributions  from  the 
citizens  will  be  forthcoming.  Regular  meetings  are  held  the  1st 
Tuesday  of  each  month.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1973  marked  the  tenth  anniversary  of  Conservation  commissions  in 
New  Hampshire.  This  commission  was  adopted  at  the  1966  Town 
Meeting  and  is  authorized  under  the  State  Conservation  Commission 
Enabling  Act  to  promote  conservation  of  South  Hampton's  natural 
resources  through  wise  land  and  water  use.  The  voters  of  South 
Hampton  endorsed  this  intent  as  a  means  to  orderly  growth  by  their 
repeated  support  of  a  Wetland  Conservation  District  in  the  1973 
zoning  Ordinance. 

New  state  laws  for  current-use  assessment,  conservation  and 
preservation  restrictions,  local  review  of  applications  for  dredge  and 
fill  will  increase  the  protection  of  open  space  and  a  healthy  livable 
environment  for  all  citizens. 

The  town's  annual  conservation  activities  were  conducted;  the  wild 
food  supper  at  Town  Meeting,  the  spring  roadside  cleanup,  the 
ecology  sessions  held  with  students  and  youths,  the  fertilization  of 
trees  and  the  planting  of  bulbs.  Meetings  of  the  State  Association 
and  Regional  Planning  as  well  as  Conservation  Commissions  were 
attended. 

South  Hampton  was  represented  at  the  annual  State  Conservation 
Camp  by  three  of  its  young  residents.  Barbara  Brunet,  Karen 
Richards,  and  Joel  Stefanski  experienced  a  week-long  program  with 
experts  on  land,  plants,  and  water  as  their  guides  toward  a  better 
understanding  of  their  natural  environment. 

The  final  plans  for  the  organization  of  the  Powow  River  Watershed 
Association  are  soon  to  be  announced.  This  growing  area  will  face 
increasing  demands  upon  its  water-table  and  the  combined  efforts  of 
all  people  and  all  interests  will  best  insure  its  future  welfare.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  South  Hampton: 

I  submit,  herewith,  my  annual  report  for  the  South  Hampton 
School  District. 

Happily  the  turmoil  within  the  nation  caused  by  actions  or 
inactions  of  governmental  figures  and  higher  costs  of  almost 
everything  has  not  penetrated  to  any  extent  what  goes  on  in  our 
schools.  It  is  true  that  we  are  affected  by  higher  costs  but  I  look  to 
the  education  institutions  as  a  stability  factor  in  our  society  at  a 
time  when  it  is  of  critical  importance. 

The  Staff  Development  Committee  working  under  a  State  mandate 
is  making  progress  toward  a  Supervisory  Union  #21  plan  of 
assessing  program  and  staff  and  developing  the  machinery  for  an 
on-going  process  of  evaluating  and  recommending.  It  is  good  to 
bear  in  mind  that  your  School  board  has  the  final  say  in  all  matters 
concerning  the  curriculum  at  the  local  level  but  parameters  are  set 
by     the     Legislature     and     State     Board     of     Education. 

As  part  of  a  program  to  further  develop  curriculum  investigation 
and  staff  evaluation  processes  I  have  requested  an  Assistant 
Superintendent  for  Special  Services. 

We  have  250  certificated  and  100  non-certificated  employees  in 
the  Supervisory  union  affecting  the  education  of  4,172  students. 
In  an  attempt  to  better  service  your  children  it  is  inevitable  that 
changes  in  staff  will  be  requested  ~  whether  it  be  adding  or 
deleting  positions  or  changing  persons  holding  a  position.  None  of 
this  is  done  callously  and  all  of  it  is  done  within  the  confines  of  the 
law.

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COPY  OF  MINUTES 

South  Hampton,  N.H.  March  13, 1973 

The  annual  Meeting  of  the  South  Hampton,  N.H.  School  District 
was  called  to  order  at  8:10  p.m.  by  Moderator  Horace  Cressy. 

Article  I  Herbert  Taylor  moved  that  the  Union  District  Officers 
and  the  School  principal  be  able  to  speak  if  called  upon.  Tom 
Harlow  seconded,  voted  in  the  affirmative.  Under  this  article  Mr. 
Taylor  spoke  on  the  following:  School  Needs  Committee  is  a 
standing  committee.  He  reviewed  the  recommendations  that  were 
made  in  that  report  that  have  been  done;  language  arts 
department,  extra  curriculum,  music,  science  department  and 
physical  education.  The  school  is  too  small  for  a  library,  but  a 
modern  language  for  grades  5  thru  8  is  being  worked  on  for  fall  for 
grades  7  and  8.  A  home  economics  department  is  not  readily 
available.  Building  Committee  -  The  site  is  adequate  for  200 
students,  there  had  been  no  other  report  from  Richard  Miller's 
committee.  Negotiations  -  Tom  Harlow  stated  that  a  three  year 
agreement  has  been  reached  but  cannot  discuss  It  at  this  time,  but 
the  amount  in  the  budget  should  cover.  David  Schmidt  moved  to 
accept  the  reports  on  the  agents,  auditors,  amd  committees. 
Seconded  by  Tom  Harlow. 

Article  II  Tom  Harlow  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted  as 
read,  seconded  by  Herbert  Taylor  -  Voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  III  Herbert  Taylor  moved  that  this  article  be  accepted 
as  read.  Bob  Eraser  or  the  budget  committee  said  the  board 
requested  this  money  but  the  budget  committee  did  not 
recommend  it.  Charles  Spear  seconded.  A  discussion  followed. 
Mr.  Spear  felt  the  money  should  be  put  in  a  bank  to  get  a  better 
rate  of  interest  other  than  a  savings  account.  Mrs.  Priscilla 
Schmidt  questioned  the  budget  committee's  not  recommending  It. 
Mr.  Eraser  said  with  costs  going  up  this  is  only  taking  the  taxpayers 
money  and  not  spending  It.  Mike  Santosuosso  felt  It  was  a  burden 
on  the  taxpayer  and  the  $29,000.00  In  the  fund  is  a  sufficient 
amount  for  an  emergency.  A  vote  taken  showed  2  in  favor  23 
against.    Article  defeated. 

Article  IV  Tom  Harlow  moved  that  the  sum  of  $172,221.90  be 
raised  for  the  support  of  schools.  This  figure  Is  minus  the  $5,000 
defeated    In    Article    III.      Discussion    followed   on    Items    with 
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increases.  The  main  one  being  tuition,  with  a  $15,000  increase 
over  last  year.    Article  IV  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  V  Charles  Spear  made  a  motion  "For  town  trustees  to 
look  around  for  a  better  place  in  which  to  invest  the  $29,000 
already  in  the  contingency  fund  for  better  interest."  John 
Santosuosso  seconded.  Discussion  by  townspeople  as  to  what  to 
do  with  the  money  and  how  to  get  back  the  state  land  on  Hilldale 
Avenue  followed.    Article  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

With  no  other  business  to  transact,  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at 
9:03  p.m.  [25  people  in  attendance  at  the  the  meeting]  Seconded 
by  Florence  Goldthwaite.
